‘The Ex-Seeretary Has a Martial Barial 


at Arlington Cemetery. . 


The President, His Cabinet and the 
Supreme Court Attend the Fu-« 
neral of Justica Miller—Gen. 
Belknap’s Interment, 


By Telegraph to The Times. | 
WASHINGTON, Oct. 16.—[By the As- 
sociated Press.} The funeral services 
over the remains of the late Justice 
Miller took place this afternoon in the 
Supreme Court Chamber. The re- 
mains, escorted by the justices, Presi- 
dent, and members of the Cubinet, 
and the family and a few intimate 
friends of the deceased, were taken to 
the Capitol and the casket. placed in 
front of the bench upon which Justice 
Miller sat so many years. 

The chair of the dead justice was 
draped in black, and flowers sent 
his friends and ussociates were pl 
along the railing near the bench, 
Seats were reserved for the families 
ofthe justices, President and members 
of the Cabinet and attorneys practic- 
ing before the court. 

The President and Mrs. Harrison 
sent a beautiful design, consisting of 
two crossed swords in white cosmos 
flowers, encircled by a wreath of lilies 
of the valley. roses avd purple orchids. 
A card attached to them was inscribed: 
“With the deep and _ sincere 
sympathy of President and Mrs. 
Harrison.”” Mrs. Harrison also 
sent a floral anchor and _ resting 
against the Supreme Court bench im- 
mediately in front of the casket, was 
a large open book, of immortelles, on 
a bank of ferns, ‘the loving remem- 
brance of the lady managers of the 
Garfield Hospital,’ of which the dead 
justice was a warm friend and patron, 
There were also floral tributes from the 
law school of the National University, 
of which Justice Miller for many years 
had been Chancellor; from Secretary 
Noble, Chief Justice Fuller, and a 
number of other friends, 

The President was accompanied by 
Mrs. Harrison and by Secretary and 
Mrs. Blaine, Secretary and'Miss Win- 
dom, Secretary Tracy and Secretary 
and Mrs. Noble, Attorney-General and 
Mrs. Miller, Secretary and Mre. Rask 
and Private Secre

A few minutes after the arrival of 


the- President, the funeral cortege ar- 


rived at the Capitol from the residence 
of the late justice. The funeral pro- 


cession, headed by the officiatin 
clergyman, entered the Capito 
by the east entrance and 


the courtroom through the main door. 
Justices of the court and Justice 
Strong, who is on the retired list, fol- 
lowed the clergyman and seated them- 
selves on the left of the casket, which 
was borne in by the pall-bearers. 

The family, a few minutes later 
passed in. Mrs. Miller was suppor 
to a chair at the right of the coffin by 
her daughter, Irene Miller. Mrs. 
Touzalin and Miss Corkhill, daughter 
and granddaughter of Justice Miller, 
were immediately behind them, and 
with Mrs. Reeves and Mr. and Mrs. 
Adams were seated in the 
first row te the right of the casket. 
O.her members of the funeral Bare 
conisisting of Mr. and Mrs. wis 
Davis, Mrs. McKenney, Miss Perry, 
and Miss Kate sg r. and Mrs.

The services opened with the sing- 
ing of the hymn “Abide With Me” by 
a quartette of male voices. Rev. Dr. 
Shippen of the Unitarian Church then 
read the burial ritual. The quartette 
sang ‘Come Unto Me,” and the simple 
services were closed with a short ad- 
dress by Rev, Dr. Bartlett of the New 
York-avenue Presbyterian Church and 
a benediction. 

Dr. Bartlett sketched the life and 
character of the dead man, dwelling 
particularly upon the great service he 
had rendered to the cause of freedom 
toallmen. Inthe work of readjust- 
ment Justice Miller bore the part Jus- 
tice Marshall bore in the early days, 
In casting about for a suitable phrase 
to appropriately describe the man, Dr. 
Hartlett said that he had selected this 
‘*A great American man.”’ Manhood 
was hisquality above all others.

The heads of all present were then 
bowed for a moment while Dr. Bartlett 
prayed ‘‘God to comfort those who 
have been bereaved by Justice Miller’s 
death,” 

Mrs. Miller was deeply moved, and 
after the ceremonies were over Mr, 
McKenny, clerk of the court, and her 
son escorted her from the chamber.

HIS REASONS FULLY SET FORTH. 


The Assessment District Not Satis- 
factory, As None of the Cross 
Streets are Included—. 
_Health Matters. 


Mayor Hazard yesterday vetoed the ordi- 
nance for the opening and grading of First 
street, from Broadway to Beaudry, and the 
regrading of the intersecting cros3 streets. 
His reasons for this action are set forth at 
length in the following message, which was 
filed with the City Clerk yesterday aftter- 
noon: 

Tothe Honorable Council of the City of 
Los Angeles: 1 return herewith without 
my approval an ordinance declaring the 
espedlenay of and intention to grade and 
regrade the First street, 
from the west line of Broadway to the east 
line or Beaudry avenue; Olive street, from 
a point 222 feet south of the south line of 
First street to the south line of First street; 


Grand avenue, from the north line of Sec- 
ond street to the south line of First street; | 
Bunker Hill avenues, from a puint 180 feet 
south of the south line of First street to the 
south line ot First street; Bunker Hill ave- 
nue, from a point 240 teet north of the 
north line of First street to the north line of 
First street; Flower street, from a point 
240 feet south of the south line of First 
street to the south line of First street; 
Fiower street, from a point 260 feet north 
of the north line of First street to the north 
line of First street; so.as to conform to the 
grades of said streets as now establisned, and 
to assess the cost of grading and regrading 
said streets, together with all damages 
caused to private property by reason of said 
grading and regrading and ali costs and ex- 
Somat of the same upon a district to be 

nefited by such improvement, and defin- 
ing th district, 

‘This ordinance provides for the improve- 
ment of First street between Broadway and 
Beaudry avenue, and, incidental thereto, 
the regrading of the cross streets made 
necessary thereby. 

But the cost of this improvement of First 
strest, including the regrading of the cross 
streets, together with all damages caused to 
private property by reason thereof, as_ well 
as all costs and expenses therein necessarily 
incurred, is tobe paid by an assessment 
levied only on the lots tronting on each side 
of Kirst street between Broadway and Beau- 
dry avenue, which is manifestly unjust. 
This territory should not be asked to pay 
for allthisimprovement. If this was a 
case in which the regrading of the cross 
streets was necessary solely to  bene- 
fit the property on First street and 
the extensions of First street received no sub- 
stantial benefit thereby beyond the line of 
improvement, such an assessment might be 
Justified; but this isnot such case. The prop- 
erty on First street for some blocks east of 
Broadway wotald perhaps be benefited as 
much or more than the property fronting on 
the part of First street to be improved, and 
the benefit to the property abutting on the 
cross streets that will obtain a ready and 
convenient access by this improvement 
would certainly justify its being assessed ; 
for a portion ofthecost. . 
lt would perhaps be difficult to draft an 
ordinance for an improvement of this kind 
that would meet the idea of everyone iuter- 


be conceded that the extensions of First 
street beyond the limit ot the improvement 
receives as much benefit proportionately as 
the property on Broadway does in.its ex- 
tension into Main street, and the as- 
sessment for that improvement is spread on 
Broadway clear up to First street, and this 
improvement on First: street should follow 
a like rule, and a portion of the cost be de- 
rived from First street east and west of the. 
pate where the improvement is to take 
pace 

To straddle the cost of this entire work 
on First street between Broadway and 
Beaudry ig hon result in defeating 
the opening of t street, as it is eml- 
nently unjust.

The Weskly Tour of the Chairman 
of the Board. 
Chairman Bonsall of the Board of Public 
Works, with Deputy Loundes of the City 
Engineer’s office and Deputy Hutton of the | 
Street department, yesterday made the 
weekly tour of the city. 
The first point visited was the Macy-street 
bridge, where there is some trouble about 
the official river bed. There is a ledge of 
rock which harrows the river some thirty 
feet at the point where the canning works 
are located, and the owners of the property 
have established their claim to the point in 
the courts. The Terminal Railway Com- 
pany wishes to run its road along this point, 
which will cut off twenty-six feet of the 
bridge, and it is mecessary that some 
changes be made in the right-of-way. Pres- 
ident Burnett explained what was wanted, 
and will present a map to the board this 
morning. 
The new foot bridge erected by the South- 
ern Pacific Company over the depot grounds 
from Buena Vista to San Fernando streets 
“was also inspected,.and its acceptance will 
be recommended, asit is a fine piece of 


work. 

The sidewalk on Hill street, near Sixth, 
was also inspected, and a zapees will be 
made recommending the relaying of certain 
portions of the same. 

The proposed opening of Broadway from 
Ninth to Main was also gone over, but no 
recommendation agreed upon. 

Chairman Bonsall desires thatall property 
owners on Broadway interested in the mat- 
ter appear beforé the board at the meet- 
ing this morning, when they will be given 
an opportuuity to be heard. 


BOARD OF HEALTH. 


Routine Business Transacted Last 
Evening—Some Vigorous Kicks, 
The Board of Health met last night in 
the Mayor’s office at 8 o,closk, Mayor Haz- 
ard in the chair, and Clerk Robinson 


| present. 


The minutes of the last meeting were 
ead and approved. 

Dr. MacGowan, the Health Officer, stated 
that some days ago a man named Hopkins, 
who has lived in Pasadena some years, 
came to this city and died, and his remains 
were removed to Pasadena without a permit 
from the Health Officer, and he did not be- 
lieve the act was in accordance with law. 
In this particular case the undertaker who 
rem oved the body applied for a permit to re- 
move the body the day after he had removed 
it. No particular harm has been done at 
this time, but such acts might serve to cover 
a crime if persons are allowed to remove 
bodies without the permission of the 
Health Officer. 

« The board decided that the act is unlaw- 
ful, and left it with the Health Officer to 
prosecute if he so desires. 

The Health Officer stated that the city is 
in a splendid sanitary condition at the pres- 
ent time and no contagious diseases have 
been reported at the Health Office. 

The attention of the bosrd was called to 
he filth that accumulates about the Nadeau 
building ana extends on Spring street down 
to Second street, The Nadeau people wash 
their place out and the gutter is constantly 
filled with slops and filthy water. The 
Health Officer stated that the Street Super- 
intendent is partly to blame for this state of 
affairs. He has been requested several 
aera to flush the gutters, but he has done 
nothing. 

The Mayor is of the opinion that horses 
should not be allowed to stand in the gutters 
alldsy. It is almost impossible for peopié 
to walk along the streets in this portion of 
the city without being splashed with filth, 
and the only way to prevent it is for the

FELL IN THE TRAP. 


AN EMBEZZLER CAPTURED BY 
SHERIFF AGUIRRE. 


w. H. Neely, Allas J. C. Williams, 
Will Be Taken Back to Ne- 
braska to Answer for 
His Crime. 


Yesterday morning Sheriff Aguirre 
arrested W. H. Neely, alias J. C. Williams,on 
a warrant from Nebraska charging him with 
the embezzlement of $2,500.

When a carrier delivers a letter that is 
supposed to contain a lottery ticket, he 
stands at the door andraisesa row if the 
person to whom itis addressed refuses to 
open itin his preserce and convince him 
that he or she, as the case may be, has not 
received aticket. As tickets might be sent 
from any city in the Uniou through the 
mail by agents the authorities have nothing 
to go by except guess work, and for this 
reason their scheme will not work success. 
ful until they have every letter that comes 
through the mail opened. At any rate, it 
is a singular method, and carriers who in- 
sist ” carrying it out are liable to get into 
trouble.

An Eloquent Address to the 
Railroad Engineers. 


Two Classes of Labor Unions and the 
Differences Between Them, 


The Principle of Coercion Not a Safe 


Mr. Depew Relates His Experiences 
With Central Employes—Chief Ar- 
thur Addresses the Engineers 
—Federation Proposed.

PITTSBURGH, Oct. 16.—{[By the As- 
sociated Press.| The International 
Brotherhood of Locomotive Engineers 
held its annual open meeting in the 
Grand Operahouse this afternoon. A 
number of letters were read from 
prominent gentlemen expressing re- 
gret at their inability to be present. 
Among them were Gov. Campbell of 
Ohio, Gov. Beaver of Pennsylvania, 
George W. Childs of Philadelphia, 
President Roberts of the Pennsyl- 
vania Railroad and other prom- 
inent railroad officials. After a 
prayer by Grand Chaplain Dorrity, 
Mayor Gourley welcomed the delegates 
to the city. Chairman Adams then 
introduced Hon. Chauncey M. Depew, 
president of the New York COentral 
Railroad Company. | 

The appearance of the distinguished 
gentleman was the signal for the wild- 
est applause. When order had been 
restored, Mr. Depew proceeded to de- 
liver an address, which was listened to 
with great interest. Several times he 
was compelled to pause, owing to the 
deafening applause of his hearers. 

MR. DEPEW’S ADDRESS. 

Mr. Depew spoke highly of the Broth- 
erhood of Locomotive Engineers, and 
said that during the period of its exis- 
tence and prosperous growth hundreds 


and dissolved. They had been started 
to carry out novel theories or put in 
practice unusual and untried pro- 


cesses, Mr. Depew continued: 
The success of your body is due to 
its rigid adherence to the right prin- 
ciples upon which it was founded. 
No labor organization can permanently 
succeed whose sole and only object is 
to increase wages and diminish hours. 
It lacks the essential bond of mutual 
sympathy and brotherly help bearing 
or lightening each other’s burdens. 

The tendency of such organizations 
is inevitably and rapidly to collisions 
and failure. The fundamental idea of 
the Engineers’ Brotherhood is, first, 
charity in support of the sick or in- 
jured and contributions to the family 
of the dead; second, education, which 
perfects the artisan in the theory 
and ~ practice — of his trade 
and broadens him for larger 
usefulness as citizens; Third, protec- 
tien in securing and maintaining your 
rights. Your record is unexampled in 
the history of employer and employé 
at home or abroad, and the wisdom o 
your course is shown in the intelli- 
gence and prosperity of your members. 

CONCERNING TRUSTS. . 

Mr. Depew spoke of the all-pervad- 
ing idea of the past few years of trusts, 
and said that this universal effort to 
absorb the individual, to divide the 
people into employing companies and 
employés and to destroy competition, 
will inevitably end in disaster. 

Hostile legislation and laws ot trade will 
leave ig the legitimate enterprises sur- 
viving. In the same way, and from the 
same causes, there have bewn several ambi- 
tious attempts to form gigantic lumber 
trusts, which should combines under one 
central and utocratic autho.-ity every occu- 
pation in which wage-earners could engage.

-account of the raising of fruits and 
vegetabies out of season in that city 
and vicinity. It has grown to be a 


hobby with some very. rich people to. 


set before their guests edibles of this 
kind. The hobby has greatly devel- 
oped in the last four or five years. To 
supply the eager demand the caterers 
and fruiterers are driven to their wit’s 
end. Strawberries costing a dollar 
each, or $14 or $15 a quart, are in de- 
mand, aud in many instances are 
ordered months ahead for some par- 
ticular time. Hothouse grapes are 
plentiful, though costly. The finest 
grapes readily bring $9 to $10 a 
pound, and the morecommon grapes 
$6 to $7.

The career of Joseph Pulitzer, the 
rincipal proprietor of the New York 
orld, is re.narkable even in this coun- 
try, where self-help has built up so 
much fame, so many great fortunes.

He enlisted 
in the army soon after his arrival and 
remained in the service of Uncle Sam 
until 1865, when he came to New York 
to seek his fortune.

On the very spot where 
he was refused warmth is now being 
reared the World building, where 
Pulitizer will preside over the fortunes 
of one of the greatest dailies of this

SACRAMENTO. 


Some of -the Attractive Features of 
the State Capital. 

SACRAMENTO, Oct. 18.—|Corre- 
spondence of Tur Timzs.| The chief 
object of intérest in this city is the 
State Capitol, a truly magnificent 
building, and one that reflects great 
credit upon this young commonwealth. 
The style of the architecture and the 
completeness and massive character of 
the finish excite the admiration of 
every beholder. All parts of the build- 
ing that one sees are undergoing a 
complete system of renovation, prepar- 
atory to the assembling of the Legisla- 
ture which is about to be elected. The 
apartments of the various depart- 
ments of the Government, from the 
Governor’s down, have been beau- 
tifully frescoed and refitted, and 
to considerable extent re- 
furnished. All is well and_ skill- 
fully done, but those rooms devoted to 
the use of His Excellency—three in 
number—are particularly attractive. 
The Senate Chamber is now filled with 
scaffolding, but when completed, it 
will be inferior to none of the other de- 
partments. TIhecost of all this work 
will run upto a very large sum, 
but just how large will only bs 
known when the incoming, and, it is 
hoped, more economical, administration 
have investigated the matter. The 
apartments of the State Library are 
more creditable than the library itself. 
There is roomfor a much larger col- 
lection of books than the State has gath- 
ered up to this time, although the law de- 
partment seems to be pretty well filled. 
The fitness of this may be defended on 
the ground that the laws are made 
here and in this building declared by 
the highest judicial tribunal of the 
State. 

Another place of attraction in this 
city, and one of even more interest 
than the Capitol in the estimation of 
many, is the Crocker Art Gallery, in 
which are displayed and well arranged 
for exhibition, several hundred paint- 


works of real merit. ‘The works of the 
sculptor in this collection are hardly 
worth mentioning, but the State Geo- 
logical Cabinet, and some other speci- 
mens in the same building, will be 
noticed by those whose tastes run in 
that direction. The large fire-proof 
and well-constructed building for these 
displays was erected by Judge E. B. 
Crocker, ‘and with its contents do- 
nated by that worthy gentleman to the 
city. Few cities have been equally 
fortunate in this regard. Too few 
men of wealth are found to emulate 
the good example of Judge Crocker, 
James Lick, Peter Cooper and George 
Peabody. 7 
Sacramento is becoming quite dis- 
}tinguished for itg public parks, the 
chief of which, in point of beauty, is 
the State Capitol Grounds. But the 
beauty of this park is in its ornamen- 
tation, and not inits design. The

will soon be numbered, for its roof, as 
well as its walls, are badly broken. 
There has been some talk of restoring 
this relic of the past, but it would re- 
quire great architectural skill to make 
it what it once was, or anything like it. 
better erect a monument to Sutter on 
the ground to mark the locality. 
Sacramento can boast a pretty ex- 
tensive system of street railways, but 
the paving of her streets is with cob- 
bie-stones, the worst material ever in- 
vented for that purpose. Many years 
ago, after a large flood which over- 
spread the city for weeks, it was re- 
solved by the authorities to raise the 
streets by filling them up to the height 
of about twelve feet, and the principal 
business streets were treated in this 
way; the buildings along them being 
raised to correspond, In the years 
that have passed since that operation 
these streets have pretty uniformly set- 
tled down a foot or more, leaving 
the sidewalks nearly two feet above 
the level of the driveways. 
A feature of this Capital City that 
strikes one most forcibly at first is the 
very large number ofits beershops and 
drinking saloons. If selling drinks is 
not the principal line of business car- 
on here, appearances are deécep- 
ve. 
Excavations for the foundation of a 
new United States postoffice are in 
progress, at the corner of K and 
Seventh streets, a most eligible loca- 
tion, and the work is to be prosecuted 
with vigor. 
The residence portion of this city 
has spread out over a wide area, and 
many beautiful cottages, as well as 
some palatial homes, are to be seen. 
Tbe city seems reasonably prosperous, 
but it is evidont that its principal re- 
sources are the railroad shops and the 
State capital, though cdnsiderabie 
fruit raised along the river bas been 
sent overiand by rail from this point. 
Sacramento used to be, in early times, 
the place from which the mountain 
townsand mining camps were supplied 
with provisions, tools, etc., but now 
such supplies are taken directly 
through this city by railroad, 
Some enterprising individuals here 
are boring fur gas only a few blocks 
from the Capitol, and are already down 
over five hundred feet. Thev have de- 
veloped a smail quantity of gas, and 
seem quite hopeful. If they should 
not strike it before the Legislature 
meets that body can be relied upon to 
furnish a supply. 
It is now between seasons in State 
affairs, and the Governor and some 
others of the State officials are absent 
on political or other business.

The thirteenth annual session of the 
Knights of Honor of Mississippi was held 
at Jackson. All of the 116 lodges in the 
state were represented. The reports showed 

the grand lodge to bein excellent condition. 
The receipts for the year were 80,644, dis- 
bursements $5,064, leaving a balance of

WONDERFUL ENGINEERING FEAT. 


Floating the Ohie Connecting Railway 
Channel Span. 

The Engineering and Building Record 
gives an interesting account of the work 
of floating the channel span of the Ohio 
Connecting railway bridge near Pitts- 
burg, Pa., and depositing it in its rest- 
ing place on the piers. The Ohio Con- 


is essentially a belt road, built chiefly as 
a transfer between north dnd north- 
western and south and southwestern 
roads at Pittsburg, and includes a bridge 
4,558 feet long across the upper part of 
Brunot’s Island and the Qhio river, a 
little below Pittsburg. 

The channel spanof this bridge isa 
steel single track through single inter- 
section span, with intermediate sub- 
panels and members. The trusses are 
25 feet apart, and have a maximum 
depth of 65 feet. They are 523 feet long. 
and have curved topchords, The ma- 
sonry piers are about 80 feet high, and 
between them an enormous river traflic 
of steamboats, barges and rafts constant- 
ly passes. 

To avoid obstructing this traffic, as 
well as to be somewhat less exposed to 
danger from flood, it was decided not to 
build any false work, trestles or piling 
whatever between the piers, but instead 


el, with its axis dicular to the 
final position, and far enough removed to 
be clear of the main waterway, then to 
float it to its required position and se- 
cure it to the abutment seats. In the 
shallow water along the shere of the 
island piles were driven on which to 
erect the false work and span. 

The piles were arranged in rows cor- 
responding to the B ie of the bridge. 
Each row was cut off and capped about 
13} feet above normal water level, and 
several lines of 3) inch stee] beams were 
laid across the caps. These formed 
stringers on which ber trestle bents 
of suitable dimensions were erected, and 
secured by wooden bracings and special 
adjustable iron tie rods. On this false 
work the iron and steel lige members 
wooden erecting tower nearly 100 feet 

h> This part of the work was rapid- 
ly executed in fifteen working days. 
Nine specially constructed barges were 
then floated into position under the 20- 
inch steel beams and between the rows 
of piies. 

The barges were 130 by 25 by 8 feet 
deep, strengthened by.longitudinal and 
transverse bulkheads, and contained in- 
let valves through the bottom of every 
chamber. These valves were then closed, 
and the water was pumped out in about 
five hours by steam pumps oa three adja- 
cent tug boats, and as the barges rose 
they finally received the entire weight of 
the bridge span and supporting false 
work and floated it clear above the piles. 
The false work was securely connected 
together by longitudinal timbers and 
temporarily belted with iron plates to 
the piles. Decked barges were secured 
to the others and to the false work at 
the ends, and carried four multiple 
‘ spooled hoisting engines, besides which 
two others were set up on the shore, all 
of them being supplied with about 60,000 
feet of lines. 7 

The span was secured against over- 
turning by heavy steel guy ropes from 
each end of each barge, and guy ropes 
were attached to the floating mass, the 
barges disconnected from the piles, and 
the hoisting engines, winding upop 
tackles made fast to the shore, slowly 
drew the barges clear of the piles. 
Stringers across the rear of the barges 
and extra braces were then placed 
where the piles had previously inter- 
fered, and the barges and their burden 
again drawn forward, swung through 
an angle of about 00 degs., and drawn 
upstream between the bridge piers, 
which had about twenty-five feet clear- 
ance from the end barges. 

The movement was very slow, occupy- 
ing several hours, and was always in 
very short stages, preceded by careful 
adjustment of the guy lines. The bridge 
was thus brought approximately to po- 
sition twenty-one cakes above the re- 
quired level. Guide bolts were passed 
directly through the shoes and-i 3 
in holes prepared in the masonry, and 
the valves in the barges being opened

The Case of Dr. Shorb and the Harris 
Estate. 

Los ANGELES Oct. 16.—[To the Ed- 
itor of Tue Times.] “There appeared 
in the issue of Tue Times of October 
16th inst., an article headed, ‘A Dead 
Man’s Money—Sensational Litigation 
| Over the Harris Estate.” This article 
does an injustice to Dr. A. 8. Shorb 
and Mrs. Shorb, and in view of the fact 
that it is ex parte, itseems proper that 
the truth should be published in order 
|} thatthe public should not. prejudge 
the case. The writer of the arricle 
has evidently obtained his informa- 
tion from the petition filed September 
13th, 1890, for the examination of Dr, 
aud Mrs. Shorb, from the ex parte 
statements of attorneys for the Harris 
heirs. He neglected to state, however, 
that the siguer of that petition did not 
make any positive allegations of wrong- 
dving. ‘he person swearing to the 
petition took refuge behind allegations 
made on information and belief. The 
exumination was had only after the 
most urgent insistance on the part of 
Dr. Shorb’s counsel, and the statement 
by the court that unless it was pro- 
ceeded with, the matter would be dis- 
missed. It was shown that every 
paper, document, or bit of property to 
which the estate was entitled, and of 
which Dr. or Mrs. Shorb had any 
knowledye, had been duly turned over 
to the administrator of the Harris 
estate. 

It is true that Daniel J. Harris some 
six weeks before his death gave $25.000 
to Mrs. Shorb as a present, and that 
he gave Dr. Shorb a check for $5996. 
This money was the property of Daniel 
J. Harris, and he had a right to do 
with it as he pleased. That he was 
fully warranted in giving the sums to 
the doctor and Mrs. Shorb will appear 
from the relations existing between 
the Harris and Sborb fawilies during 
the last five years and more. 
Mrs. Daniel J. Harris liyed in the 
family of Dr. Shorb for several years 
before her marriage with Mr. Harris. 
After their marriage, and while resid- 
ing in Los Angeles, Mr. and Mrs. 
Harris were the intimate friends of 
Dr. Shorb and his family. Mr. and 
Mrs. Harris, while at one time in 
Washington Territory, had some do- 
mestic difficulty, brought on, as they 
afterwards said; by the intermeddling 
of relations. There was a temporary 
separation, and Mrs. Harris returned 
to Los Angeles without her husband. 
Through the efforts of Dr. and Mrs. 
Shorb, exercised at the request of Har- 
ris himself, 
brought about. The Harrises never 
had any children, and some three years 
ago Mrs. Harris died in this city. 
During her last illness Mrs. Shorb was 
a constant visitor at her house, as- 
sisted in nursing and caring for her, 
and doing many friendly services. Mr. 
Harris did not marry again, but while 
in Los Angeles continued the intimate 
friendly relations with Dr. Shorb’s 
family. 

Before making the present of $25,000 
to Mrs. Shorb, Mr. Harris spoke to Dr. 
Shorb. of his desire. On Saturday 
afternoon, August 16, 1890, Mr. Harris 
gave Dr. Shorb a check for $5996. This 
wasagift. There was nothing at that 
time to indicate that Mr. Harris was 
in danger of dying immediately, 
thougb he knew that with his disease 
death must come sooner or later. 

This check was the second check for 
the same amount which Mr. Harris had 
given Dr. Shorb. A check for the 
same amount had some. weeks before 
that time been given to the doctor and 
the money drawn, but Dr. Shorb, as he 
was going out of the city for some 
days, returned the money to Mr. Har- 
ris, suying that he might need it and 
might as well have itin the bank to 
his own credit. This fact is well 
known to the administrator and to the 
attorneys. 

The check was presented for pay- 
ment at the bank at the earliest oppor- 
tunity and the necessary steps taken to 
protect the doctor’srightin the money. 
A suit had been arranged for be- 
tween the bank, the administrator and 
Dr. Shorb, by which the bank would be 
protected in paying the money ;to the 
one who was entitled to it. 

Mr. Harris left no family, and ali 
his relations lived inthe Kast. There 
had never been close relations between 
him and his brothers or sisters. It is 
only after his death that these relations 
appear upon the scene and develop a 
great regard for their deceased brother. 
Mr. Harris’ estate was large, and he 
was under no obligation to leave it to 
any particular person or persons. Is 
there anything strange, therefore, or 
out of the way in hia givinga moiety 
thereof toa lady and gentleman who 
had been nearer to him, and had done 
more for his comfort and happiness 
than all his relations combined had 
probably ever thought of doing?

Dog Catching. 

Los ANGELES, Oct. 14.—[To the Ed 
itor of Tur Times.] When a griey- 
ance exists, airingin the local papers 
is the best neans of securing redress, 
so lam tempted to encroach on your 
space in the hopes that the public may 
assistin haviug the‘dog-catchers’ abuse 
of the law put a stop to, and the poor 
dogs given a chance. 

Now, it is not my object at present to 
discuss whether the city has a rigkt to 
charge a license for keeping a dog or 
not, nor is it for me to say whether the 
mode of enforcing the law is legal or 
not; other cities have had it decided 
that it is illegal and that a dog is per- 
sonal property and so cannot be killed; 
but let that go’ now. I must assert, 
thongh, that the process of capture as 
it ‘3s carried out is inhuman and cruel 
and that legalizing dog-catching 
virtually legalizes dog-stealing, 

I wish now to show what the ordi- 
nance is, how it is carried out, and have 
tlie public to judge whether the ordi- 
nance should be changed, or whether 
such cruelty shall remain as a stuin in 
our midst and a relic of inhuman 
times. 

oO First, then, what§is the ordinance? 
**Dogs running at large,’ these are the 
words, ‘not havingon a license tag 
shall be taken to the pound master or 
his assistants and kept fed for three 
daysandthen killed, or sold, as the 
pound master sees fit.” What is adog 
running at large?

The pound master told the 
writer a short time ago that he gives 
hie hire.“iugs instructions to catch dogs 
and he stand the bluff, he pays 


them 25 cents a head for each dog/ 
caught. Now. let us see wh 


stray 
dogs are mot ca , and dogs with 
owners ai. A stray dog has to be 
shut up in a pem,and fed, the law does 
not say what this wordfed means, 
how much \or how little victuals the 
animal is to have, and I doubt whether 
a dog would feel ifke eating in sucha 
place even if there was food for him. 
The law also saysthe dog-catcher is to 
be paid $1 fos each scalp. If, how- 
ever, a d is redeemed the 
fee is to ‘be that 
to say every good dog worth 
paying for is to net the pound- 
master $1.75, every poor man’s dog is 
to nett him 75 ewits. Naturally, dogs 
cared for by their owners are the ones 
caught, and those . miserable homeless 
curs go their own ‘ways. 

Now let us see soe other facts. A 
few days ago a little child four or five 
years old was sitting on the sidewalk 
crying bitterly, her poor little heart 
breaking. 
The dog-catcher had taken 


uppy from her arms a.nd chucked it | mm 


n the wagon; two bits (2 him, six bits 

to the boss and misery to the child. 
The owner can’t afford three dollars to 
rescue his child’s pet, so tiie child has 
to cry, and the dog-catcher gets 
his spoils. Poor old Don Juan 
Warner—this happened some time 
ago — was ing down Fourth 
street led by a dog, too blind to travel 
alone. The writer happened to be pass- 
ing just as the professional dwg-thief 
got off his wagon and was proceeding 
to untie the string from the dog’s col- 
lar. At the risk of prosecution for in- 
terfering with an officer in the per- 
formance of his duty, however, the 
writer did interfere and the doy-thief 
thought better of it and drove uway. 
Another case: A gentleman was in his 
room a short time ago and was sur- 
prised to hear some one talking to his 
dog outside. Upon !ooking out he dis- 
covered the legalized thief endeavoring 
to persuade the dog to leave the yard 
and to run at large on the street. 
These are only afew cases. Ask any- 
one you meet on the street, and every 
tenth person at least, can tell similar 
tales. 

The dog-catchers boast upon return- 
ing to the dog jail how many dogs they 
have got away with, meaning how 
many they got by stretching the law. 
They boast that they broke adog’s neck 


on such a day when lassoing him, they } 


boast they hit a dog on the head to 
keep him quiet; and they boast that if 
anyone inteferes with them, they are 
heeled; or the man will be fined. Is 
this as it should bein a civilized city? 
There is no objection to paying a 
license for a dog if the City Council 
say it is necessary, but there is a strong 
objection to making a dog suffer because 
his master neglects-his duty. Charge 
a license if necessary, let every dog 
pay a dollar, no matter what is the sex, 
but let it be collected the same as any 
other license. It is so done in other. 
cities. Why not here? Are we always 
to be behind the times?
